Laboratory Certification Program Rules
Updated rules regarding the North Dakota Environmental Laboratory Certification
Program G\fDELCP) in Norlh Dakota Administrative Code Article 33.1-23 were approved
4prr122,2020. The NDELCp is administered by Cindy Auen.

Boiler Inspection Rules
Description: Boiler Rules Article 33.1-14 are the rules for the Boiler Inspection program
that was transferred to NDDEQ on July l,20lg. These rules outlin. th. d.firritions,
general requirements, administration including fees charged, and installation requirements
for the Boiler Inspection Program. The rules were updated to reflect the change to NOneq
and to increase the fees to meet program expenses as outline in HB1024 SeJion 32.
Adopted: Rules were presented to Administrative R-ules committee on June .o,ZA2A. The
Boiler Rules were approved by the committee and effective on71112020.

Petroleum Tank Release Compensation Fund Rule
Description: The Petroleum Tank Release Compensation Fund (PTRCF) program is in the
process of writing rules NDAC Article 33.I-I2to replace the existing.ut"r NbaC Article
45-10' The proposed rules will be released for a second public comm"ent period in October
2020. The rules classify petroleum tanks with t.rp..f to degree of hizard. and fix the
registration fees for each classification.

AQ Summary: All proposed rule changes were approved except the proposal to change

to electronically posting public notices on the DEQ website rather than publishing in
newsprint. This proposal was seen as both a cost and time savings measure; howevet, it
was not accepted by the Rules Committee. AQ will now do both in the future,

Meridian Court Decision
Background: DEQ issued a minor source permit to construct (air permit) to Meridian's Davis

Refinery, which is to be located near the Theodore Roosevelt National Park. Project was

controversial, with over 10,000 comments. Environmental groups appealed'

ND Supreme Court Decision (6129120)z

' DEQ permitting decisions are entitled to great deference'
. DEQ's technical determinations were reasonable'

OOOO/OOOOA Program Adoption
Work to adopt the extensive requirements is progressing well. Hiring new staff and putting a new

software system into production appear to be proceeding as expected, The new software system

allows electronic reporting which is a positive feature; however, it also requires a complete change

in our workflow. OOOO/OOOOa is an EPA regulation that regulates leaks from many thousands

of potential points at oil wells, We expect more than 15,000 reports each year. Review will
include an assessment of the number of leaks at a facility, the time it takes to repair the leaks, and
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an assessment if the l,eak is a repeating leak where a root cause analysis would be necessary. The
DEQ will work closely with industry and with EPA on details and implementation of the prtgru*.

NEW B SINESS

2021 -2022 Proposed Budget
Beth Jacobson explained the projected budget cut and that the new budget has been submitted
according to the Governor's guidelines. l\Yo cut in general funds and OMg will work with the
Governor's Office. Furlher discussion was made on a potential superfund and the areas where the
budget was cut.

RRWS NPDES Permit
Karl Rockeman explained that a permit was issued to Red River Valley water supply project,
discussed what the project consisted of and the permit requirements.

CARE Abandoned Well Project
Karl Rockeman explained that 52 contracts have been granted and that the Department will be
inspecting and following the well projects to make zure they are being done according to
guidelines. He stated that there are about 600 total wells listed in the projeci

PFOA/PFOS Project
David Bruschwein explained what PFAS are, how they get into the environment, exposure into
the body and health problems from such exposure. He exptained medical testing and warnings for
PFAS.

COVID-I9 DEQ Response
Dave Glatt talked about the effects of COVID-19 on work, workers, job completions andflexibility. He stated that there have been flexibilities made to indusiry as fai as testing,
incnanfinnc frarral ^^,-^1,,i-- ,,,1+L .^^-.--^ir^ ^-- -r, rrqYvr' wvrrrPrJrrrB wlr'rr pstlllll.s arlu reponlng aS long aS pfocedgfgs afg Sttll being
followed.
